King Leopold has finally persuaded some- 
one to undertake the task of forming a cab- 
inet for Belgium.

INTEREST EQUALS BORROWINGS 


Alberta is to borrow this year for capital 
expenditures $5,150,000; and is to pay as inter- 
est on the provincial debt $5,278,000. With the 
exception of $123,000, to be paid out of revenue 

-if the revenue comes in—the province is to 
borrow this year therefore every dollar that is 
oaid as interest on the public debt. 

That the borrowing is labelled for capital 
expenditure while the interest-money is taken 
out of current account doesn’t meen anything 
except that one hand will be signing bonds 
while the other is writing cheques. 

No action has been taken at the present 
session, as no action was taken at previous 
sessions, to cut down the interest rate and 
thereby reduce the annuc” bill in respect to 
past borrowings. The nearest approach to 
action was the Minister’s propors] to admit 
that $80,000,000 of the debt is unpayable, and 
translate this into a permanent mortgage, 
drawing interest for all future time. Four more 
years at the present rate of going and the figur 
would have to be raised to $100,000,000. 

If the taxpayers want to stop the province 
borrowing in a year as much as it pays out in 
interest they will have to elect a Gover 
with courage enough to talk plain 
money barons. Mr. Love says “ 
personally pleaded with the Domi Govern 
ment last year” on behalf of the province. 
Pleading is not the attitude the situation calls 
for. 


UN-BENEVOLENT NEUTRALITY 

Premier Reid could not see that there is 
anything “emergent” in the pres financial 
plight of the cities making it desirable to back 
up the Mayors’ conference by a resolution of 
the legislature.

The “experiment” of 
working men for no wages has been tried long 
enough to demonstrate that it means heartbreak 
to the men in the camps and ruin to the tax- 
payers.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


The office of Governor-General of Canada 
will come much nearer to the life of the Cana- 
dian people because of the appointment of 
John Buchan, British author, to that position 
in succession to the Earl of Bessborough. 

This is the first time in Canadian history 
that a commoner has been 
appointed to the Governor- 
Generalship. Many of his 
titled predecessors were men 
of eminence apart from their 
titles. In Mr. Buchan’s case 
his worth is rooted wholly in 
his personal merit and ac- 
complishments. A man who 

has risen from being a son 
\S of the manse to the presi- 

; dency of the Oxford Union, 
J. S. Cowper who has trained as a barris- 
ter of the Inner Temple, served as secretary to 
Lord Milner in his years as High Commissioner 
for South Africa, been an observer on the staff 
of the British Army in France, held office as 
war-time Director of Information, written 
novels and histories, including an authorita- 
tive work on Oliver Cromwell, and found time 
for angling, deer-stalking and mountain-climb- 
ing, should be a popular Governor-General of 
Canada. 

Readers interested in monetary reform will 
recall that John Buchan was among the emin- 
ent British literary men who issued a mani- 
festo—previously referred to in this column— 
warning Great Britain that a national financial 
crisis was inevitable unless reform measures 
were taken.

Let’s hope that the British government 
doesn’t make a peer of Buchan before he leaves 
England. No man who has made a name for 
himself in scholarship or art can add a cubit to 
his stature by assuming a title. Titles are all 
very well for wealthy brewers and distillers, 
for packers of measly bacon and war profiteers; 
no man who has achieved personal distinction 
needs one. 

William Ewart Gladstone, the greatest 
statesman of his day, and a scholar in his own 
right, declined a peerage. He knew he could 
not add to the honor and affection he had at- 
tained as “Mr.” Cladstone by assuming the title 
of Earl or Baron. After Gladstone’s death, his 
son accepted a barony, but he had need of it 
to give him distinction where his greater father 
did not. David Lloyd George, dispenser—not 
to say vendor—of titles galore, has never ac- 
cepted one for himself. 

If we have to send our own Richard Bed- 
ford Bennett to the House of Lords as the first 
Lord Hopewell, Baron of Blah, we might accept 
“Mr.” John Buchan in exchange.

Quit Fooling Yourself |SIDE GLAN

I was interested to read the following state- 
ment, taken from a book written by Luther 
Burbank, who was called “The Plant Wizard.” 

“Nothing about a plant, an animal, or a 
human being exists by chance. If you look far 
enough you will always find that everything is 
the result of the working of 
some clear law, The needle- 
like leaf of the pine, for ex- 
ample, is the result of the 
need the pine had for sun- 
shine in the comparatively 
short season it lives in the 
sun, and of the need the tree 
had to shed the great loads of 
snow in the winter-time... 
go to the desert and examine 
the leaves of the native 

Dr. F. McCoy growth there. You could not 
expect to find a thin, delicate leaf on any desert 
of the sandstorms, the terrific heat and the 
lack of moisture. So you find tough, pachyder- 
mic skin, or else skin covered with fine hairs 
or some substance to protect it.” 

“Now there is something from Nature’s book 
worth learning! The rosebush is covered with 
thorns, the cactus with poison darts—all for 
the same purpose—defense.” 

“Taking a leaf from Nature’s note book, you 
can teach yourself to be superior to exterior 
troubles and annoyances; build yourself an 
armor against sickness and failure, adjust 
yourself to your environment, or... seek a 
new environment.” 

The above quotation comes from Luther 
Burbank’s book “The Harvest of the Years” 
and I believe it holds a good lesson for all of 
us. Follow his suggestions and armor your- 
self against the pricks of misfortune. Build 
up your defense against the nagging troubles 
of everyday. Surely if a plant has the wisdom 
and the intelligence to protect itself against 
hurtful things, you can do the same. Notice 
that at the same time it defends itself against 
things “not good” it takes advantage of every 
good thing it can use; it absorbs whatever sun 
it can get, drinks up the moisture from rain; 
sends it roots down for food. I want you to do 
the same: from the good things around you, 
learn how to use those which will help you. 
There are many hours of sunshine you could 
enjoy if you make the eff-rt to do so. At all 
times, you can take a few deep breaths of air. 
If you can use your legs at all, you can walk 
each day, building up strength and endurance 
with every step you take. By all means take 
advantage, as does the plant, of the good things 
of life that ere free and while you are doing 
it learn how to thrust away the irritations and 
annoyances that commonly bother you. Instead 
of being sensitive, easily hurt, erect a defense 
before you like a shield so that the cutting 
slights, the thoughtless criticisms, and cruel 

ossip fall away from you. 

It is easy to fall into a frame of mind where 
you wait for another piece of bad luck or learn 
to expect inconsideration from others. But you 
do not have to spend your time waiting for 
these things or to wail after they occur. Figure 
out a way to armor yourself against them. 

Today is April Foo!’s Day and maybe some 
cf us have been fooling ourselves that no matter 
what life brings, we have to stand and take it. 
We have been fooling ourselves too long. 
Surely, if Nature allows a plant to protect it- 
self, she has given you what you need for self- 
defense. You are not helpless and can make 
any change needed to armor yourself. A good 
way to start is to say to yourself, “Nothing 
that happens to me today is going to upset me. 
I am strong enough to meet anything that 
comes.” 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

are: egg yolk, cod-liver oil, ergosterol, haliver 
oil, and milk and dairy products also contain 
it.

For example, you may buy ir- 
radicated canned milk. Vegetables grown in 
strong sunlight have the vitamin D content en- 
riched. Salmon, clams and oysters are also 
classed as containing vitamin D. This vitamin is 
needed if the body is to use calcium and phos- 
phorous to build bones and teeth.

Tug Of War Between Seller and 
Buyer 


vy R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 
When a nation goes out to sell a natural product such as wheat 
or cotton on a cash basis, as a one way trade, the trouble always 


begins. The overseas buyer will only buy as and when the price 
suits him. 


The collapse of the cotton market in the United States is a 
very instructive proof that in the tug of war between seller and 
buyer all the advantage is on the side of the buyer. So far as 
can be learned none of the cotton buying nations hold any large 
supplies of raw cotton; but buying fell off to an extent which 
undermined the holding power of the cotton producers. Govern- 
ment loans were a help so long as there seemed any chance to 
sell, and pay off; but when sales sagged, the cotton producer 
figured that to borrow more was to lose more. Hence the price 
broke; and the overseas buyers picked up some cheap cotton. 


Wheat is also a sad story up to date. A high official of one 
of the commercial bodies in Great Britain, made a considered 
address on the wheat situation, He pointed out that in the Argen- 
tine, owing to rain conditions there would be a reduced crop of
